Thirty-one years ago Andrew 
Johnson, olected as Vice President, 
became President. Twice beforo a 
President had died in Office, and 
h< who had been chosen to fill the 
second office wns called upon to as- 
sume the rcHponsibilitiea^f the great 

There was John Tyler, who, a month 
after his election as Vice Preetdent, 
rucceeded President Harrison. The 
word was coined which defined the 
attitude of the new President towards 
his party, and the brief administration 
of his predecessor. That word was 
Tylerized. How President Harrison 
would have ruled had he lived, is, of 
curse, a matter of conjecture; but 
President Tyler's course gave deep of- 
fense to his party, aud the overwhelm- 
ing Whig victory of 1840 was followed 
by Democratic success in 1844. 

Next was Millard Fillmore, called 
to the Presidency within less than a 
year and a half after his election as 
Vice President. He was a man of 
sturdy integrity, of conspicuous purity 
of character, and with considerable 
-xperience in public life, having 
erved more than one term in Con- 
fess and having been at one time 
Jhairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, lie had the mbfortone 
0 succeed in a tempestuous time. He 
kept the peace, but he failed to catch 
the real significance of events in which 
io was so prominent an actor. He 
ided in no respect his party, and was 
he last of the Whig Presidents. In 
L86S Franklin Pierce was elected over 
eiieral Scott hy an immense pu- 
rity. 

Andrew Johnson repudiated his 
party and his party him. The fierje 
passions that were engendered dining 
his term prolonged the period of re- 
oonttrnetion, and gave rise to bitter- 
ness that had lasting effect He was 
President lor almost four years — four 
years lacking ono month and eleven

A Missouri Congressman's 
Story of the Fiitnl En- 
counter. 



COCKE RILL A BRAVE MAN. 



The death of Col. John A. Cockerill. 
the correspondent of the New York 
Herald, wag sad intelligence to a num- 
ber of Congressmen with whom the 
brilliant journalist W«t v.. IMUM of 
intimate friendship during his life. 
One of these is Amos Cummings, and 
another is Charles F. Joy, of St. Louis. 
Cummings knew him in New York 
as managing editor of the World, as 
:ditor of the Advertiser, and as Presi- 
lent of the New York Press Club. 
Toy know him as editor of the St. Louis 
I'ost-Dispalch, and was closer to him 
ban any other man, as his friend and 
attorney when he shot and killed Col. 
AlOMtb \V. Slayback on the 12lh of 
October, 1883. 

Cockerill, Joy and Slayback were 
all members of the Elks, which in St. 
Loins is a particularly popular insti- 
tution among the prominent profes- 
sional men of tho city. The fall elcc- 
was coming on and James O. 
idhcad, late Minister to Switzer- 
land, was a candidate for the Demo- 
c nomination for Congress against 
ex-Congjcssmau Glover. The Post- 
Dispatch, under Cockerill's manage- 
ment, although a Democratic paper, 
bitterly opposing Broadhcad. 
latter was the law partner of Col . 
back. Slayback had been in the 
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plav at Turin, Florence, Mllan,Venice,

cliooso to call mo out I will meet you 
with a 44-calibrc pistol across a hand- 
kerchief." 

Thero was that in the deliberate an- 
no mice men t of the angry journalist 
that convinced his opponent that bo 
meant every word, and from that mo- 
ment Slayback's indignation subsided, 



1. Cock- 
erill returned to the Post- Dispatch of- 
fioo and laid his revolver on his desk, 
covering it with a newspaper, and 
then proceeded to mako up the Sunday 
morning edition. 

About 4 o'clock that Saturday af- 
ternoon Col. Slayback accompanied 
by William II . Kloptou, present 
United States District Attorney, sud- 
denly entered the small editorial room 
in which Cockerill bad his desk. 
Both men were armed. Slayback 
confronted Cockerill, who was seated 
and exclaimed : "Well, here I am !" 

With that ho placod his hand on his 
revolver and made a motion to draw 
It from his hip pocket. Klopton also 
is said to have attempted to draw his 
weapon. Before Slayback could level 
his pistol, Cockerill had his hand un- 
der the paper on his desk. Thero was 
sharp report and Siayback fell for- 
ward. 

The bullet from Cockerill's piBtol 
had passed through his heart and 
lungs, and as he fell the blood gn-hed 
from his mouth and covered Cockerill's 

aliivt front .J..J vest. 

Cockerill's pistol next was directed 
at Klopton. He stepped across tfce 
body of Col. Slayback, but, 'as Klop- 
ton made no motion to interfere with 
him, passed out of the room. His pis- 
tol he handed to Henry Moore one of 
the editorial writers on the Post-Dis- 
patch, in another room, and then 
walked out of the building. 

The shooting was noised about tho 
city at lightning speed. Ten minute* 
later Mr. Joy heard of it. He found 
Cockerill, hustled him into a closed 
carriage, and drovo him to a friend's 
house down town. The object was to 
gain time for deliberation. There, 
some other friends of the journalist 
found him, and somo one brought him 
a change ot clothing, and they talked 
about the situation. It was decided 
to surrender him to the police, who 
wore scouring tho city and trailing Joy. 
Tho latter drove at midnight fo police 
headquarters. Ho (band chief Camp- 
bell there, and briefly informed him 
that the friends of tho editor had de- 
cided to give him up. Ho stipulated, 
however, that ho (tho chief) alone 
should be allowed to take him. To 
make sure that no officers or others 
would accompany him, Joy proposed 
at thov drive l*y separate convoy- 
ices and separate routes to a desig- 
nated point In the city, aril there 
meet.
